FOREWORD 

This  exhibition  is  one  of  a  series  that  for  twenty-one  years  has 
surveyed  the  field  of  contemporary  American  art,  and  unless 
unforeseen  circumstances  arise,  will  be  the  last  of  the  series  to 
be  given  in  the  Museum's  galleries  on  Eighth  Street.  The  next 
Annual  Exhibition  of  Contemporary  American  Painting  is  sched- 
uled for  1954  in  the  new  building  now  under  construction  on 
West  54th  Street. 

These  surveys  were  inaugurated  in  1  932  with  an  exhibition  of 
paintings  and  was  followed  the  next  year  with  an  exhibition  of 
sculpture,  watercolors,  drawings  and  prints.  Thereafter  the  shows 
were  given  biennially  until  1937  when  they  became  annual 
events  with  exhibitions  of  paintings  in  the  fall  and  those  of  other 
mediums  in  the  spring. 

From  the  beginning  the  same  principles  have  governed  the 
method  of  assembling  these  exhibitions.  There  have  been  no 
juries  of  selection  and  no  prizes  have  been  awarded.  The  artists 
participate  by  invitation,  and  for  the  past  ten  years  the  selection 
of  works  shown  has  been  made  by  members  of  the  Museum  staff. 
This  year,  because  an  earlier  opening  date  made  it  impossible 
to  get  in  touch  with  artists  and  dealers  during  the  summer  months 
when  the  show  was  organized,  we  have  reverted  to  the  method 
of  selection  in  operation  during  the  earlier  years  of  this  series 
when  the  choice  of  the  work  to  be  exhibited  was  left  to  the  artist. 
Instead  of  setting  aside  funds  for  prize  awards  the  Museum  pur- 
chases works  from  these  annual  exhibitions  to  add  to  its  perma- 
nent collection. 

During  the  twenty-one  years  covered  by  these  exhibitions  revo- 
lutionary changes  have  occurred  in  art.  The  Museum  has  tried 
by  recognizing  new  talents  and  giving  precedent  to  significant 
tendencies  to  truly  reflect  these  changes  which  have  made  this 
an  exciting  and  vital  period  in  American  art.
